DSS probe underway, 
Edelson reveals 


An in stitu tio n alized in v estigatio n is u n der­ 
way at Dix o n State Scho o l, p ro bin g charges o f 
p o litical co n tribu tio n s allegedly deman ded in 
ex chan ge fo r jo b secu rity , DSS Su p t. Dav id 
Edelso n said to day . 
The in v estigatio n co mes in the wake o f 
charges by Dav id D. Co n sidin e, legislativ e 
aide to State Rep resen tativ e Richard Mau ti- 
n o , that a tru ck driv er was fired fo r refu sin g 
to make a $25 co n tribu tio n so u ght by a brick­ 
lay er, also emp lo y ed by DSS . Co n sidin e made 
the disclo su re du rin g last Thu rsday ’s ac­ 
co u n tability sessio n befo re Go v . Dan Walker 
in Dix o n . 
Ho wev er, a check with Edelso n fo llo win g 
the sessio n sho wed the man , who was n o t 
iden tified, was n o t taken o ff the p ay ro ll. Edel­ 
so n said, at that time, the o n ly p ro blem was 
his refu sal to take a civ il serv ice ex amin a­ 


tio n . 
Edelso n said his staff is p resen tly co mp il­ 
in g in fo rmatio n o n the charges in effo rts to 
file a detailed rep o rt to the go v ern o r’s o ffice. 
‘This is ro u tin e,” the su p erin ten den t said. He 
added that their in itial in v estigatio n dealt o n ­ 
ly with the statu s o f the tru ck driv er. “At n o 
p o in t was he discharged—he was hired as a 
p art-time tru ck driv er an d when a slo t o p en ed 
he was tran sferred to fu ll-time an d in su ch a 
cap acity an ex am is req u ired,” Edelso n rea­ 
so n ed. 
That rep o rt was filed with the Illin o is De­ 
p artmen t o f Men tal Heakh. “Ou r n ex t step is 
to await wo rd fro m the go v ern o r’s o ffice fo r 
the detailed stu dy ,” Edelso n said. 
Du rin g the acco u n tability sessio n , Walker 
o rdered a co mp lete in v estigatio n in to the 
charges.

The Dix o n Scho o l Bo ard ap p o in ted a three- 
member co mmittee Wedn esday n ight to meet with 
fin an cial backers an d p ro p erty o wn ers in effo rts to 
p u rchase an “east camp u s” fo r Dix o n High Scho o l, 
a mo v e which can be fin an ced thro u gh additio n al 
tax rev en u es gain ed in the su ccessfu l p assage o f an 
85 -cen t tax hike in the edu catio n al fu n d. 
In additio n to the p u rchase p rice, which was n o t 
disclo sed, an architectu ral rep o rt estimated ren o ­ 
v atio n co sts at $150.000 fo r the p resen t Vo lkswagen 
bu ildin g, o n e o f three p ro p erties u n der co n sider­ 
atio n in the p u rchase o f the fu ll blo ck east o f the 
DHS camp u s. Bo ard member Jerald Co n ro y , an en ­ 
gin eer, said that figu re co u ld go as hig as $500,000 in 
o rder fo r the VW bu ildin g to meet Life Safety Co des. 
Other p ro p erties in clu ded are the USF an d G 
bu ildin g an d a p riv ate dwellin g o wn ed by Ro y 
Fin n ey . 
Neil Petersen , who said he fav o red the to tal 
p ackage, was ap p o in ted chairman o f the three- 
member co mmittee, to be assisted by members Ju ­ 
dith Willard an d Tho mas Co ffey . The three were 
charged with meetin g with p ro p erty o wn ers in at­ 
temp ts to n ego tiate a p u rchase p rice an d to discu ss 
with an u n disclo sed gro u p o f lo cal fin an cial backers 
a lease-p u rchase co n tract fo r the gro u n ds. 
DHS Prin cip al Richard Bo y er, who later asked 
the bo ard fo r a $265,000 in crease o v er a two -y ear p e­ 
rio d fo r rep len ishmen t o f eq u ip men t an d su p p lies at 
DHS, said the p ro p erty wo u ld do mu ch to allev iate 
o v ercro wdin g in the main bu ildin g. Bo y er su ggest­ 
ed ho u sin g the au to sho p , draftin g an d wo rk stu dy 
p ro grams in the VW bu ildin g, alo n g with a p hase­ 
o u t o f cu rren t p o rtable classro o ms lin in g Peo ria 
Av en u e. 
Bo y er p refaced his remarks by say in g the p ro p ­ 
erty acq u isitio n was his seco n d p rio rity , the first be­ 
in g eq u ip men t an d su p p lies n eeds which he termed 
were at “a cru cial stage.” 
Bo ard Presiden t James Dix o n discu ssed a 
three-to -fiv e-y ear lease arran gemen t with the fi­ 
n an cial backers. “Of co u rse they lo o k at this as an 
in v estmen t an d they will be makin g mo n ey o n this, 
bu t they also wan t to p ro v ide the scho o ls with a fa­ 
cility to ex p an d.” 
Co n ro y said he was imp ressed with the lo catio n 
bu t n o t the bu ildin g. “We may sp en d a lo t o f mo n ey 
an d en d u p with so methin g that might n o t be desir­ 
able fo r a scho o l— an d it might be bey o n d o u r 
mean s— we’v e heard fro m the v o ters o n their re­ 
sp o n se to o u r bu ildin g p ro grams,” he said. 
Legally , the bo ard may tran sfer mo n ies fro m 
the edu catio n al fu n d to the bu ildin g fu n d witho u t 
v o ter ap p ro v al to p u rchase the p ro p erties. 
Charles Willey su mmed u p his feelin gs by say ­ 
in g “I thin k what we hav e to do is to determin e ho w 
bad do we n eed this an d what are the u ses fo r it— I’d 
like to see u s giv e this serio u s co n sideratio n .” 


Court hearing canceled 


A schedu led hearin g Friday to argu e legal 
p o in ts o f a co mp lain t bro u ght again st the Dix o n 
Scho o l Bo ard by The Telegrap h has been can celed 
du e to stip u latio n s made by each p arty . The co m­ 
p lain t, filed by State’s Atty . Patrick Ward charges a 
v io latio n o f the Op en Meetin gs Act o ccu rred with 
the discu ssio n o f settin g o f admin istrato r salaries in 
clo sed sessio n . 
Friday ’s hearin g was schedu led to take 
testimo n y fro m each p arty in v o lv ed, fo llo wed by 
legal briefs fro m bo th atto rn ey s. 
In effect, bo th sides will stip u late the facts 
leadin g u p to the co mp lain t did o ccu r an d the 
remain in g q u estio n is u p to the co u rts to decide. 
The su it was filed after the salaries o f the 
su p erin ten den t an d his two assistan ts as well as 
o ther n o n -co n tract p erso n n el in the district were set 
in clo sed sessio n . 


William E. Gramley , with Phillip Swager an d 
Asso ciates, listed the deficien cies in the VW bu ild­ 
in g in a rep o rt to the bo ard. They in clu ded co mp lete 
rep lacemen t o f the bo iler sy stem, div idin g the 
bu ildin g in to two sep arate fire areas; in stallatio n o f 
a n ew fire alarm sy stem; in creased lightin g; a n ew 
air sy stem in the sho p area fo r ex hau stin g carbo n 
mo n o x ide; remo delin g o f p resen t ap artmen t sp aces 
o n an u p p er lev el in to classro o ms; rep lacemen t o f 
win do w's, an d additio n al ex its. 


The sp ecial co mmittee was schedu led to meet 
with o wn ers an d fin an cial backers an d rep o rt back 
to the bo ard at their n ex t meetin g. 
Bo y er, acco mp an ied by his two assistan t p rin ­ 
cip als, Do u glas Ship p ert an d James German , su b­ 
mitted o n e- an d fiv e-y ear p ro gram p ro p o sals askin g 
a 500 p er cen t in crease in the amo u n t bu dgeted fo r 
su p p lies an d eq u ip men t fo r the co min g y ear. 
The $150,000 req u est falls ju st $10,000 sho rt o f 
the districtwide bu dget fo r eq u ip men t fo r all 
scho o ls. An d Bo y er asked that bu dgeted item be in ­ 
creased to $17 5,000 fo r the 197 6-7 7 scho o l y ear. 


“In an attemp t to stan d still we hav e slip p ed 
backwards,” Bo y er reaso n ed in ex p lain in g p ast 
bo ard actio n to cu t back o n su p p lies. Bo y er p resen t­ 
ed a brief film sho win g deterio ratin g eq u ip men t at 
v ario u s sectio n s o f the high scho o l in clu din g chairs 
o f 1959 v in tage in a dan gero u s state, an tiq u ated 
lo cker an d sho wer ro o m facilities, o u tdated film 
eq u ip men t an d mu sical in stru men ts, an d deterio ­ 
ratin g stu den t an d facu lty p arkin g lo ts. 
In a six -p age rep o rt to the bo ard, Bo y er said 


“the staff an d stu den ts are fru strated an d hav e lo w­ 
er mo rale becau se we are u n able to o ffer a q u ality 
p ro gram with an tiq u ated eq u ip men t an d witho u t 
adeq u ate su p p lies.” 
In callin g fo r rep lacemen t o f n early all desks in 
the scho o l, Bo y er said man y are the o rigin al o n es 
p u rchased fo r the scho o l—“they are ex tremely u n ­ 
co mfo rtable an d req u ire almo st daily rep air.” 
Other p o in ts men tio n ed in the rep o rt were cafe­ 
teria an d o ffice chairs bein g in a hazardo u s co n di­ 
tio n ; eq u ip men t in the v o catio n al-in du strial area is 
dan gero u s an d, in so me cases, u n u sable; p hy sical 
edu catio n items, fo r table ten n is, archery , badmin ­ 
to n , gy mn astics, v o lley ball an d o thers hav e n o t 
been rep laced. 
Bo y er also called fo r hirin g three additio n al 
staff members in the art an d p hy sical edu catio n 
areas in 197 5-7 6 an d fo u r additio n al staffers fo r the 
fo llo win g y ear. 
Other items in the fiv e-y ear p lan in clu ded re­ 
mo delin g girls sho wer ro o ms, addin g n ew lo ckers, 
begin a stu dy o f gradu atio n req u iremen ts, begin 
fo u r-y ear resto ratio n o f the athletic co mp lex , fu r­ 
ther remo delin g o f the east camp u s bu ildin g 7 if p u r­ 
chased), as well as remo delin g in the main bu ildin g 
an d fu rther imp ro v emen ts in the learn in g cen ter 
(library ). 
Altho u gh n o actio n was taken o n an y o f Bo y er’s 
p ro p o sals, the bo ard did agree to v isit the high 
scho o l an d to u r facilities in the co min g week. 
The bo ard ap p ro v ed an electio n schedu led fo r 
Ap ril 12. Po lls will be o p en fro m n o o n to 7 p .m. in the 
six elemen tary scho o ls. In cu mben t Tho mas Co ffey , 
who se term ex p ires, has in dicated he wo u ld n o t be a 
can didate; the o ther in cu mben t, Jo hn Shu lar, re­ 
main s u n decided o n his electio n p lan s. 
Three p erso n s hav e taken o u t p etitio n s fo r the 
two seats. They are Ro bert Gibler, 1201 Mary Av e.; 
Dan Graham, 221 W. Mo rgan St., an d Do n ald So fo lo , 
603 N. Dix o n Av e. The first day fo r filin g p etitio n s 
with the cen tral o ffice is Feb. 26, with the deadlin e 
set fo r March 21. 
The bo ard ap p ro v ed raisin g the fees p aid 
electio n ju dges fro m the p resen t $io to $15 each. 
Each ju dge will additio n ally be p aid a like amo u n t 
by Sau k Valley Co llege o fficials who ru n their elec­ 
tio n s co n cu rren t with the Dix o n race. 
In o ther actio n , Su p t. o f Scho o ls Stan ley Weber 
an n o u n ced kin dergarten registratio n s will be taken 
o n March 19 an d 20 an d the bo ard ap p ro v ed settin g 
u p a $60,000 wo rkin g cash fu n d. 
Wilbu r Stitzel Jr., assistan t su p erin ten den t, fi­ 
n an ce, released a bid su mmary fro m fo u r ban ks 
listin g in terest rates charged fo r tax an ticip atio n 
warran ts. 
Stitzel said bo rro win g will p ro bably begin in 
March, with the fu n ds rep aid as so o n as real estate 
tax mo n ies are receiv ed thro u gh the co u n ty treas­ 
u rer’s o ffice.

“man agemen t” in the dietary dep artmen t at 
Dix o n State Scho o l by an emp lo y e, No rman 
Daraska. 
In a letter to DSS Su p t. Dav id Edelso n , 
Daraska claimed a small lo an bu sin ess was in 
o p eratio n with in terest rates o f 1,000 p er cen t 
bein g charged Mean while, Edelso n p ro mised 
to co n fer with Po lice Chief Earl Kelchn er an d 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward to day to deter­ 
min e which av en u e to take in the matter. 
“I’v e n ev er receiv ed a letter like this befo re— 
it’s sho ckin g,” Edelso n said in an in terv iew 
with a Telegrap h rep o rter this mo rn in g. 
Daraska did n o t iden tify , in his letter, who 
the alleged p erso n was co n du ctin g the lo an 
bu sin ess. DSS reco rds sho w Daraska is em­ 


p lo y ed in the dietary dep artmen t in the deliv ­ 
ery sectio n . 
In the letter, Daraska called fo r the p rac­ 
tice to “cease an d desist—an d tho se resp o n si­ 
ble sho u ld be dealt with as the law so allo ws.” 
Co p ies o f the letter were sen t to area legis­ 
lato rs, as well as Go v . Dan Walker, the Direc­ 
to r o f Perso n n el, State o f Illin o is, Sp rin gfield, 
Directo r o f Men tal Health, Sp rin gfield, an d 
area n ewsp ap ers. 
Edelso n said a decisio n wo u ld be made to ­ 
day after co n ferrin g with lo cal au tho rities 
whether to in co rp o rate state scho o l secu rity 
in the in v estigatio n o r to tu rn the matter o v er 
to Dix o n Po lice fo r their in v estigatio n . 
No sp ecific in stan ce o f the alleged u su ry 
v io latio n s was men tio n ed in the letter.

the Gro ss Natio n al Pro du ct. 
“A p rime reaso n fo r this dis­ 
co u ragin g in v estmen t p ictu re 
has been the declin e o f real 
p ro fits sin ce the mid-6 0s,” Si­ 
mo n said 
“After elimin atin g 
the effects that in flatio n an d 
o u tmo ded acco u n tin g p ractices 
hav e o n p ro fits, o u r figu res 
sho w sin ce 1965 after tax -p ro 
fits hav e actu ally declin ed fro m 
$37 billio n to $20 6 billio n — a 
dro p o f almo st 50 p er cen t .” 
Defen din g Presiden t Fo rd’s

$7 ,195 fo r o p eratin g the gro u p 
ho me. 
Tlie acq u isitio n co st o f p ro p ­ 
erty desired fo r the facility , 
n ear Jo hn Dix o n Park, is $35,- 
000, Ju dge Ho rn sby said. 
Tlie p ro p erty co u ld be p aid 
fo r by federal rev en u e sharin g 
fu n ds, bu t the lo cal share o f the 
co st o f o p eratin g the facility 
wo u ld hav e to be p aid fo r by the 
co u n ty . 
Ho rn sby said the fact the 
gro u p ho me co u ld be o p erated 
at a mo dest co st to the co u n ty is 
imp o rtan t, bu t he co n ten ded it 
is mo re imp o rtan t that the chil­ 
dren , who he termed as n o t 
‘‘hard-co re delin q u en ts,” be 
kep t in the co mmu n ity .

The ju dge said, while at ho me 
the teen -ager had been failin g 
his co u rses at scho o l, an d was 
o ften tru an t. Sin ce bein g p laced 
in an in stitu tio n he is in scho o l 
an d earn in g A s an d B’s. 
Ju dge Ho rn sby will take his 
req u est to the Co u n ty Bo ard at 
its March 11 meetin g. 
The co mmittee decided to

Compound taxation 


This 
year, 
as 
every 
worker 
know’s, the Social Security tax bite 
has gone up again—to a maximum 
of $825 on the first $14,100 of wages or 
salary This is in addition to the fed­ 
eral income tax. 
It’s reached the point, says the 
Tax Foundation, Inc., where this 
matter of being hit twice on the 
same income is beginning to involve 
a sizable sum of money. 
Consider a married man with two 
children who will earn exactly $14,- 
100 this year. 
If his federal income tax were 
figured on the amount left after his 
$825 Social Security tax had been 
withheld, he would pay $154 less in 
income tax. 
Or the other way, if his Social Se­ 
curity tax were based on the income 


remaining after the federal income 
tax was withheld, that would be $93 
less. 
The federal government, of 
course, doesn’t see it that way in ap­ 
plying both taxes to the same in­ 
come. It has always taxed as “ in­ 
come” the employe’s share of the 
Social Security tax. 
Most state and local governments 
extend the tax-on-tax process a step 
further by not allowing the deducti­ 
bility of either federal income or So­ 
cial Security taxes when figuring in­ 
come. 
There’s one bright spot. The em­ 
ployer’s matching Social Security 
contribution is not considered as 
part of a worker’s income. Thus no­ 
body—so far—has slapped a tax on 
it.

Dangerous 
hyperbole

As long as we seem to be dream­ 
ing up new ways to enlarge the scope 
of government, we might very well 
consider establishing something 
called the Bureau of Hyperbole 
Management. 
A hyperbole (with accent on the 
second syllable) is, according to 
Webster, “ extravagant exaggera­ 
tion by which something is repre­ 
sented as much greater or less, bet­ 
ter or worse, or as involving a great­ 
er intensity, than in reality, or be­ 
yond possibility . . . a statement ex­ 
aggerated fancifully through excite­ 
ment, or for effect .” 
It might be added that these days 
it is often an exaggeration the true 
facts about which seldom catch up 
with its effect upon the public. 
A prime example is the allegation 
enshrined in a report last year by the 
Senate’s Select Committee on Hu­ 
man Nutrition and Needs that a 
third of the poor people in America 
had been reduced to eating pet 
foods. 
Where the claim originally came 
from and what evidence it was based 
on is not quite clear. Suffice to say 
that many people have accepted it 
as gospel. 
Yet neither the Food and Drug 
Administration nor the Pet Food In­ 
stitute has been able to verify that 
any poor people, let alone many, are 
resorting to pet food diets. 
So asserts Dr. Robert H. Wilbur 
of the institute, writing in a recent 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Assn. Rather than people 
being driven to buy pet foods be­ 
cause they can’t afford other foods, 
he says, sales of canned dog food 
have actually fallen over the past 
year. (Maybe they’re eating cat 
food.) 
A similarly sensational horror 
story was contained in a news re­ 
lease sent out in December by the 
Consumer Product Safety Commis­ 
sion. Of some 5.5 million household 
and property fires occurring in one 
year, it said, 196,000 of them were 
caused by defective television sets. 
“ Highly exaggerated and mis­ 
leading.” cries the Electronics In­ 
dustries Assn., after investigating 
the claim. 
TTiey would seem to have a case. 
The commission’s finding was based 
on data from a survey of 33,000 
homes sponsored by it and the Na­ 
tional Bureau of Standards. The to­ 
tal of 196,000 defective television sets 
was extrapolated from 89 “ fire inci­ 
dents" reported by householders—89 
out of 33,000—in which a television 
set was claimed to be the ignition 
source. 
At least 61 of these 89 incidents 
involved reports only that the TV re­ 
ceiver smoked. None of the 89 inci­ 
dents was claimed to have caused 
any injury to any person or any 
damage to anything except the re­ 
ceiver itself. 
It is inherent with high-voltage 
components, says the Electronics 
Industries Assn., that they may pro­ 
duce smoke or crackling or arcing or 
other symptoms if they fail, which 
may be mistaken as evidence of an 
internal “ fire.” 
Such failures are by no means 
fires or ignition sources but merely 
the built-in fail-safe performance of 
certain parts, alerting the owner 
that replacement and servicing are 
necessary. 
The highest previous figure of 
TV-related fires claimed by the 
safety commission was 10,000 year­ 
ly, a figure the television makers 
say was also arrived at by dubious 
methods. But even double it, triple it 
or quadruple it and it is still a long 
way from 196,000. 
Unfortunately, millions of Am er­ 
icans who read the headlines were 
convinced that not only are televi­ 
sion sets highly dangerous things to 
have around but that it was one 
more proof that American industry 
is committed to making a buck at 
any cost. 
And this is the most dangerous 
hyperbole of all.

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Economics of will-o'-the-wisp

gene McCarthy were president, a 
condition he wishes would come to 
pass, he says he would embrace the 
country’s economy a bit differently 
from others of the office. 
Dwight Eisenhower’s adminis­ 
tration passed a law putting “ In God 
We Trust“ on all currency, Richard 
Nixon’s regime felt laundering was 
an answer to filthy lucre and Gerald 
Ford’s people have considered the 
idea of printing red money to dram­ 
atize unsettle conditions. 
M cCarthy’s plan is equally sim­ 
ple—essentially he wants to give the 
stuff away, but as the only econo­ 
mist now running for 1976, he should 
be heard. 
Actually, much of the one-time 
Minnesota 
senator’s 
stabilization 
plan does not differ that significant­ 
ly from others in the political big 
leagues. He proposes governmental 
income support for all citizens una­ 
ble to make it on their own, a theory 
of “ ultimate welfare” considered for 
a time by Lyndon Johnson, John 
Kennedy and even Nixon. (The con­ 
ventional wisdom is that giving 
money away to the poor in a lump 
sum would economize by way of a 
greatly reduced welfare bureaucra­ 
cy.) 
Yet beyond this, there is a portion 
of McCarthy economics that is new 
out of Washington, excitingly new. 
He suggests “ redistributing work in 
Am erica,” 
an 
idea 
whose 
time 
should have come many winters 
ago. 


Says McCarthy: 
“ It could be 
done in a variety of ways, a shorter 
work week, a shorter work month— 
my own preference is for a shorter 
work year. I believe if each worker 
were given two more weeks annual 
vacation, the resulting gap could be 
filled by hiring the unemployed. I 
think it could greatly reduce unem­ 
ployment.” 
McCarthy is not the author of this 
conception, of course, the plan and 
its benefits being almost ageless in 
the industrial society. A number of 
firms in the Western world are even 
now experimenting with shorter 
work weeks (four 10-hour days or 
three 12-hour days). Increased em­ 
ployment is not yet resulting from 
the experiments, the corporate hope 
as yet being only to stimulate em­ 
ploye efficiency and morale, but 
done on a wider scale, the job thing 
might naturally follow. 


There are barbs in the notion, no 
doubt. Politically practical, McCar­ 
thy does not suggest workers take a 
two-week cut in pay for their addi­ 
tional free time, merely that such 
ideas “ can be negotiated.” Thus he 
suggests once again that the econo­ 
my can be strengthened if loot is giv­ 
en away. Nevertheless, the overture 
seems meritorious, especially in 
hard times. Even if income adjust­ 
ments had to be made toward a 
shorter work year (or perhaps a 
small benefits forfeiture?), it seems 
worth it to get the greatest number 
of people into jobs. 
Given the prospects of the plan. 


then, it might be hoped others of 
presidential orientation will in the 
next two years glom on to Gene Mc­ 
Carthy’s “ work redistribution.” And 
perhaps the others could do worse 
than ape other McCarthyisms as 
well. Here is a will-o’-the-wisp can­ 
didate, an unreliable light that races 
over the political landscape from 
time to time, now running for presi­ 
dent on fancy alone, yet his mind is 
first rate and his views unconven­ 
tionally fresh. 


His shorter work year, as exam­ 
ple, would not only stimulate addi­ 
tional employment, spendable in­ 
come, additional tax revenue, ad in­ 
finitum, it might stimulate addition­ 
al citizen participation in Am erica’s 
problem solving process. People 
with more spare time could be en­ 
couraged to volunteer some of it to 
their neighborhoods or communi­ 
ties. Disagree if you will, and per­ 
haps it is true that longer vacations 
would merely mean more time in the 
TV couch, but M cCarthy’s approach 
still has a poetic element the nation 
sorely needs. 
Alas, his poetry has been some­ 
thing of a curse for the Minnesotan. 
Professorial, he impresses many 
Americans as uppity ; thoughtful, he 
often comes across as dull. So he 
may never be president nor ever in a 
position to institute plans such as 
work redistribution, indeed, he may 
never be anything more than he’s al­ 
ways been, a wise man to whom we 
would all do well to listen more than 
we ever rarely do. 
Fair trading with Soviets? 


One important fact needs to be 
emphasized in this matter of trade 
with the Soviet Union: 
What collapsed was not the idea 
of trade itself between the United 
States and the U SSR but U.S.-subsi­ 
dized trade. 


Under the terms of the proposed 
agreement, the United States would 
have loaned to the Soviet Union at 7 
per cent money that it was borrow­ 
ing at at 9 per cent. We would, in ef­ 
fect, have been paying them to buy 
from us—and the Soviet Union is not 
exactly your typical struggling un­ 
derdeveloped nation. 
It seems clear now that what 
killed the deal was not U.S. insist­ 
ence on liberalized emigration for 


Russian Jews but the amendment to 
the trade bill sponsored by Sen. Ad- 
lai 
Stevenson 
II 
(D-Ill.), which 
would have limited subsidized cred­ 
its to $300 million over four years. 


This is a paltry sum for a nation 
the size of the Soviet Union and one 
which it evidently concluded was not 
worth the price to its sovereignty of 
acceding to U.S. demands regarding 
Jewish emigration, even though the 
deal would have been sweetened by 
granting the same tariff treatment 
to the Soviets that we extend to 
their trading partners. 
“ Trade and detente can move 
forward without this trade bill,” in­ 
sists Democratic Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik of Ohio, who along with Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson (D-Wash.) has 
come in for much criticism because 
of their co-authorship of the emigra­ 
tion clause. 
Most of our mutual trading inter­ 
ests with the Soviets are in nontariff 
areas, Vanik points out. 
“ We can buy all the resources 
they want to sell. We can sell them 
all the technology and materials we 
want to. The only thing we don’t 
have to facilitate this trading is tax­ 
payer-subsidized credit.” 
Any American businessman who 
wants to sell to the Soviet Union can 
do so, and can get the credit he needs 
from a domestic or international 
bank. 
Or, Vanik adds, the Soviets can 
pay for it. 
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Dean s ees s ome 
Watergate ans wers 
in probe of CIA 


N O RM AL, 111. (A P) — For­ 
mer White House counsel John 
Dean says he still doesn’t know 
the reasons for the Watergate 
breakin, but that government 
investigations of the CIA could 
provide some clues. 
“ I think the panels now char­ 
tered to study CIA activities 
could answer a lot of these 
queetions,” Dean said Wednes­ 
day night. 
“ The why of going into the 
Democratic 
National 
Com­ 
mittee (headquarters) has nev­ 
er been fully answered to me,” 
he said. 
Dean referred to investiga­ 
tions of the CIA by congression­ 
al committees and a special 
panel headed by Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
He spoke to about 3,500 per­ 
sons at Illinois State Univer- 
isty, one stop in a nationwide 
speaking tour he said was nec­ 
essary because “ I must do 
something to earn a living.” 
Dean received $4,000 for his 
two-hour appearance at ISU. 
He drew applause when he 
criticized the way President 
Ford pardoned Richard Nixon. 
Dean said he could not under­ 
stand how Ford could have is­ 
sued the pardon “ without so 
much as extracting some tidbit 
at least of truth from Richard 


Nixon in exchange.” 
Dean also said he does not 
feel an expected new book by 
Nixon will reveal much more 
about the former president’s 
role in Watergate. 
"Unless there’s been a tre­ 
mendous change of attitude, I 
don’t think he’s really going to 
tell it all,” Dean said. 


Dean said he felt some of 
those involved in the Watergate 
affair “ got off with a pat on a 
shoulder virtually,” and that 
his own short term in prison 
bothered him. 
“ I am personally offended 
that a young person is found in 
possession of an ounce of m ari­ 
juana and gets ten years and I 
only get four months,” said 
Dean. 
The comment drew prolonged 
applause from the audience, 
comprised largely of college 
students. 
Dean wae released Jan. 8 
after serving four months of a 
one-to-four-year prison term for 
his role in the Watergate cov- 
erup. 
He was a key figure in bring­ 
ing to light the Watergate scan­ 
dal, which began with a break- 
in in June 1972 of Democratic 
National Committee headquar­ 
ters. 
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C A M B R ID G E, Mass. (A P) - 
The increasing cost of nuclear 
power plants could price them 
out of the market as an energy 
source, according to a Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology report. 
“ If present trends continue, it 
may turn out that in practice 
significantly fewer 
(nuclear) 
reactors than scheduled will be 
built in this country because 
they will be challenged, on 
strictly economic grounds, by 
an alternate technology,” the 
report said. 
Capital costs of the large nu­ 
clear reactors planned or being 
built show no signs of stabiliz­ 
ing and continue climbing “ at 
alarming 
rates,” 
the 
study 
added. 
Should this cost trend persist, 
it could “ significantly narrow 
the economic gap” between nu­ 
clear and presently more-€x 
pensive coal power, it contin­ 
ued.

Look 
for y ellow ing lower lea v ei 
or droopy 
leav es 
between 
waterings. 
If y ou 
are still 
uncertain 
about repotting, when the plant 
is slightly wet. gently hold the 
stem, tap the pot lightly around 
the edges and pull it out for ex ­ 
amination 
The best time of y ear to 
transplant is spring when new 
growth 
is 
beginning, 
rather 
than 
w inter 
when 
plants 
become dormant. 
Use a container that is about 
two inches wider and two in­ 
ches deeper than the original. 
Try not to disturb the roots too 
much. Just spread some of the 
outer ones by inserting a fork in 
the root ball and wiggling gent­ 
ly . Spreading the roots in this 
manner will encourage proper 
dev elopment in a new pot.

By JEAN BARNES 
Bottle collecting has become 
more than just a fad. 
Its 
devotees have m ade it a 
technical 
and 
fascinating 
collecting sp ecialty . In the 
p rocess they have added a 
wealth of “new” items to the 
m arketp lace. 
These are not the liquor 
bottles or cosmetic battles with 
Princess style

“m anufactured” value but the 
bottles that y ou search for in 
abandoned houses, junk p iles, 
old store building s . . . bottles 
that have reached or soon will 
reach the 100-y ear stature of 
antiques. 
Basically , 
there 
are 
four 
g eneral divisions of bottle 
collecting — whiskey bottles in­ 
cluding flasks, bitters bottles, 
fig urals and household bottles. 
Whiskey flasks made from 
17 50 to about 1860 were among 
the first to attract American 
collectors, p erhap s because 
they orig inally were made to be 
attractive as well as utilitarian. 
Historic flasks are a result of 
the g lassm akers search for 
bottles consistent in size. Free 
blown bottles varied g reatly in 
size and shap e. It was for this 


reason that factories early in 
the 19 th century develop ed a 
molded bottle of standard size. 
One authority ex p lained that 
bitters were invented to avoid 
the 
g in 
tax 
in 
Eng land. 
However, there were more than 
400 m akers of bitters in the 
United 
States, 
which 
could 
p rove that Americans know a 
g ood thing when they find it. 
Household bottles are to be 
found in a wide variety of 
shap es amd sizes and g enerally 
date from the last half of the 
19th century . 
Fig urals are bottles shap ed 
like a recog nizable p erson or 
object. Whether old or new, 
they are very collectible. 
Several p rop erties which a 
bottle p ossesses will reveal its 
ag e. These include the method 


of m anufacture, the top or lip , 
stop p ers and closures and the 
bottom or base. 
The free-blown bottle made 
until the early 1800s shows no 
mold m arks. The mold-blown 
bottle will have seams down 
each side but the neck which 
was finished by hand will show 
no seams. Three-p iece molds 
were used from about 1810 until 
the 1880s and bottles showing 
seam m arks of a three-p iece 
mold are considered rare. 
Wooden molds in use from 
1820 to 1860 often p roduced 
“Whittle” m arks in the g lass. 
These m arks were not caused 
by p oor carving , but rather by 
the cold mold and hot g lass 
which created the wavy im ­ 
p erfection in the g lass.

DEAR POLLY - I have an 
answer for Mrs. W. who has 
trouble g etting iron vitamin 
stains out of her baby ’s clothes. 
Put lemon juice on such a stain, 
rub salt on top of the juice and 
p ut clothes in the sun to dry . 
After the sun draws the stains 
out wash the clothes as usual. I 
even use this to remove stains 
left from chocolate, tea and ink 
and certainly hop e it works as 
well for Mrs. W. - BETTY R. 
DEAR POLLY — Mrs. W. 
could remove liquid iron vita­ 


min stains from her baby ’s 
clothes by rubbing a p aste of 
meat tenderizer and water on 
the sp ots. Let this stand and 
then scrub the sp ots with an old 
toothbrush. Rub lig htly . If a 
slig ht stain remains it should 
come out easily 
when 
the 
clothes are washed with a 
reg ular deterg ent containing 
bleach.

Make a p ly wood sig n with 
hing es on op p osite sides with 
indications to show y our need 
for aid to oncoming motorists 
by say ing “Flat Tire,” “Out of 
Gas” and "Motor Trouble.” 
When not in use this can be 
folded flat for storag e in the car 
trunk. It is also wise to carry an 
emp ty g as can to g et g as when 
y ou run out. — LEWIS.

Urge dev elopment of incentiv es 


NEW YORK (AP> — Every­ 
one has his or her own idea of 
what’s wrong with the country, 
but two financing proposals 
now being publicized seem to 
be so basic as to warrant spe­ 
cial study. 
The first is a criticism by the 
New York Stock Exchange and 
many corporations that unless 
changes are made in the way 
capital is raised, the U.S. econ­ 
omy is in for more serious trou­ 
bles in the next decade or so. 
An exchange study suggests 
that new equity financing will 
have to average between $25 
billion and $40 billion each year 
through 1985. But never has 
more than $20 billion in new 


equities been floated in one 
year. 
Unless investment incentives 
are developed, mainly through 
the tax structure, the exchange 
maintains, there just won’t be 
enough capital available for in­ 
dustry to satisfy the needs of 
the nation. 
Historically, they note, corpo­ 
rations have relied heavily on 
internally developed funds. But 
that isn’t so anymore. In 19.50. 
29 per cent of corporate finan­ 
cial needs were raised outside 
the company; in 1974 . 85 per 
cent. 
Exchange economists blame 
"extraordinarily 
insensitive” 
taxlaws that deprive corpo­ 


rations ot their own funds and 
force them to seek outside fi­ 
nancing. The real tax rate for 
corporations is nearer 67 per 
cent than the “ official” 48 per 
cent, they say. 
The result: A typical manu­ 
facturing company, the ex­ 
change maintains, might obtain 
a higher rate of return by 
abandoning its operations and 
investing its assets in munici­ 
pal bonds. 
Unable to generate sufficient 
internal funds, and unable to 
obtain equity financing, many 
corporations have been forced 
to finance through debt, much 
of it short term. As a per­ 
centage of equity, debt was 20.9 


per cent in 1955, and 42 per 
cent last year. 
As debt levels rise, the ex­ 
change economists observe, so 
also does corporate vulnerabil­ 
ity to volatile interest rates. 
High interest costs can in­ 
troduce into operations a new 
element of risk. 
The 
exchange 
is 
worried 
about 
its own 
interests, 
of 
course, and so James Need­ 
ham, chairman, spoke out on 
the subject Wednesday at a 
meeting 
of 
the 
Conference 
Board. 
He reiterated his proposals 
for congressional action, among 
them, an increase to $200 from 
$100 in the dividend exclusion 


from personal income taxes, 
and a lowering of the corporate 
tax rate to 42 froom 48 per 
cent. 
Moreover. Needham and his 
associates would make per­ 
manent an administration pro­ 
posal 
to 
increase 
the 
in­ 
vestment tax credit to 12 per 
cent from 7 per cent, and they 
would encourage passage of 
more 
liberal 
depreciation 
guidelines. 
The other proposal being 
widely discussed in financial 
and congressional circles con­ 
cerns the role of the Federal 
Reserve Board. Should the Fed 
have such power over interest 
rates? 


A House Banking subcom­ 
mittee has already approved a 
bill that would require the Fed 
to knuckle under to Congress 
and maintain low interest rates 
instead of permitting such rates 
to vary widely as they have in 
the past year. 
Advocates of low rates main­ 
tain that the public has been 
burdened in the past year with 
rates that were morally if not 
legally usurious, and that busi­ 
ness and the entire economy 
suffered as a result.

DEAR DR. LAMB— Is ho ney 
mo re beneficial to o ne’s health 
than cane sugar? Do es sugar 
hav e a tendency to cause gas to 
fo rm? Which is mo re fattening 
to use? 
DEAR READER— There is a 
lo t o f no nsence aro und abo ut 
bo th sugar and ho ney . Neither 
has any great health benefits 
and neither is particularly 
harmful to any o ne in go o d 
health, o ther than pro v iding to o 
many calo ries that can lead to 
o besity and its pro blems. 
There are three single sug­ 
ars. They are gluco se, fructo se, 
and galacto se. Ordinary table 
sugar, sucro se, is a do uble sug­ 
ar and is made up by jo ining 
gluco se and fructo se to gether 
into a do uble sugar. Befo re it 
can be abso rbed thro ugh the in­ 
testinal wall into y o ur blo o d­ 
stream, it must be bro ken do wn 
into the single sugars, gluco se 
and fructo se. 
Ho ney co ntains gluco se and

fructo se, to o , but they are al­ 
ready separated into single 
sugars. This means they can be 
abso rv ed directly into the 
blo o dstream witho ut being 
bro ken apart. 
Obv io usly , o nce the table 
sugar is bro ken into gluco se 
and fructo se, it is no different 
than the ho ney sugars o f glu­ 
co se and fructo se. The o nly 
peo ple, then, who benefit fro m 
using ho ney rather than table 
sugar are tho se who do no t hav e 
the enzy me in the intestine to 
split the do uble sugar o f cane o r 
beet sugar into gluco se and 
fructo se single sugars. This is a 
fairly rare co nditio n. 
As y o u get o lder there is a 
lo ss o f enzy me activ ity , and I 
wo uldn’t to tally disco unt that 
ho ney may hav e less o f a ten­ 
dency to cause gas than sugar 
in later y ears. Bo th can be fer­ 
mented to release gas. 
Because ho ney is literally 
gluco se and fructo se diluted 
with water, it do es co ntain few­ 


er calo ries per gram o r tea­ 
spo o n than table sugar. Sugar is 
almo st free o f water. Ho wev er, 
y o u co uld dilute the sugar with 
water and y o u are at the same 
lev el. In brief, it will take mo re 
ho ney to pro duce the same 
sweetness y o u are used to fro m 
table sugar. 
Neither ho ney no r table sugar 
pro v ides 
any 
significant 
amo unt o f v itamins, minerals 
o r needed bulk fo r y o ur diet. 
DEAR DR. LAMB— Wo uld 
y o u kindly adv ise me if y o u feel 
it is unwise, fro m a health 
standpo int, to put y o ung chil­ 
dren (ages 6 to 16 ) o n a mo re o r 
less v egetable diet with no meat 
ex cept fish and chicken? 
DEAR READER— It wo n’t 
hurt a bit as lo ng as they get 
eno ugh fish and chicken. The 
pro tein in fish and chicken is 
abo ut the same as the pro tein 
y o u get in mammal meat. Any 
o ne, in sufficient quantity , is 
adequate to meet the bo dy ’s 
pro tein needs, ev en fo r y o ung 


g ro win g ch ildren . Milk p ro tein 
is also v ery g o o d. 
Fo r mo st p u rp o ses y o u can 
p retty well ex ch an g e fish , 
ch ick en , an d mammal meat 
with each o th er. Th e ap p aren t 
adv an tag e o f fish an d ch ick en is 
th at bo th are lo wer in satu rated 
fat th an mo st mammal meat. 
Th is is believ ed by man y scien ­ 
tists to be ben eficial in p rev en t­ 
in g h eart an d v ascu lar disease.

I reached my 65 th birthday in 1974 and retired. Do I 
need to file a federal income tax retu rn and if so, what 
mu st be reported?—-H.K. 
Dear Mr. K.: 
Some seniors need file no income tax retu rn at all—if 
their gross annu al income is less than $2,8 00 (for single 
persons), $3,5 5 0 (for cou ples if one spou se is 65 or older), 
and $4,300 (if both are 65 or older). Single persons who 
work ed and had income tax withheld from their pay 
shou ld file a retu rn, ev en if their income was less than 
$2,8 00, in order to get a refu nd. 
It is important to remember what is and is not inclu d­ 
ed in “gross income.” Not inclu ded in gross income, and 
therefore not tax able are Social Secu rity benefits, disabil­ 
ity pay ments, railroad retirement benefits, pu blic assist­ 
ance, and v eteran’s benefits. Ex pense money prov ided to 
v olu nteers in Foster Grandparents, RSVP, Serv ice Corps 
of Retired Ex ecu tiv es and other gov ernment-sponsored 
programs is not tax able, either. 
Tax able income inclu des salary or wages from em­ 
ploy ment, interest on div idends, roy alties, and rental in­ 
come. Annu ities and pensions may be tax able or nontax a- 
ble. Generally they are not tax able or are tax able only in 
part if y ou are still recov ering the cost of y ou r own contri­ 
bu tion to the annu ity or pension sy stem. This income is re­ 
ported on Schedu le E of Form 1040. 
If y ou r gross income is abov e the minimu m lev els 
mentioned earlier, y ou mu st file a retu rn ev en if y ou don’t 
owe any tax . 


Aren’t the elderly entitled to special tax ex emptions? 
How does this work ?—N.D. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
If y ou were 65 or older on Dec. 31, 1974, y ou may claim 
a dou ble ex emption on y ou r income tax . Since the normal 
ex emption is $75 0, a man and wife filing jointly whou ld 
thu s claim $1,5 00 each, or $3,000 in total ex emptions, if 
both are 65 or older. If only one of the cou ple is 65 , he or 
she may still claim the dou ble ex emption, plu s a regu lar 
ex emption for the spou se. An additional ex emption of $75 0 
is granted to blind persons. 
The Illinois State Income Tax also prov ides for a dou ­ 
ble ex emption—$2,000 per person instead of $1,000. Some 
5 00,000 Illinois seniors thu s sav e $25 a y ear each in state 
income tax . 


My hu sband died six months ago. Mu st I, as a widow, 
prepare my federal income tax retu rn any differently ?— 
C.J. 
Dear Mrs. J.: 
Widows and widowers, u nder certain conditions, may 
pay their tax es at the rate prov ided for married cou ples 
filing joint retu rns, instead of the higher rates that apply 
to single persons. First of all, y ou r spou se mu st hav e died 
within the two tax y ears prior to 1974. You obv iou sly q u ali­ 
fy on that point. To be eligible for the lower rate, y ou also 
mu st not hav e remarried before the end of the tax y ear, 
mu st hav e a dependent child or stepchild and mu st fu rnish 
ov er half the cost of maintaining the home. 
After pay ing tax es for two y ears at the widow’s rate, 
y ou then may q u alify to pay tax es as the head of a hou se­ 
hold-higher than the widow’s rate bu t lower than that for 
other single tax pay ers. Heads of hou sehold mu st be u n­ 
married (or legally separated) and mu st fu rnish more 
than half the cost of maintaining a hou sehold for a rela­ 
tiv e.

Any way , when my dau ghter 
came home from a session of 
class-schedu ling and said she 
was going to be tak ing Spanish, 
I was glad. It is a more familiar 


langu age. After all, who does 
not k now some Spanish? A pon­ 
cho, for instance, is something 
to k eep y ou dry in the rain, and 
tortillas are edible.

Needless to say , I hav e not 
made any progress in learning 
a foreign langu age. And for 
those who are as ignorant of ali­ 
en tongu e as I, translations of 
sentences u sed in this story , not 
otherwise ex plained, are: Yes, 
my girl stu dies Spanish.

Grade school wrestlin g is u n iq u e 


When is school spirit a liability to a 
sports program? Although every coach 
tries to get school support of his pro­ 
gram, the Dixon grade school wrestling 
team is in a unique situation. 
Each of the Dixon grade schools have 
a basketball team but there is only one 
wrestling program. Thus, wrestlers from 
all five grade schools compete under the 
name Dixon and not Madison, Lincoln, 
Washington, St. Anne’s or St. Mary’s. 
Vic Hick and Tom Densmore coach the 
grapplers who recently completed their 
season with the championship of the 
Rock Falls Tournament involving 13 
schools. Dixon had individual champion­ 
ships from Mike Mekeel (60 pounds), 
Dean Nicholson (65), Joe Hummel (8 0), 
Mario Campos (97 ) and Jeff Hummel 
( 1 1 2). 
Ron Jordan (8 5), Dave Apple (90) and 
Dave Moreno (1 05) took seconds while 
Bill Ranken (7 0) was third and 125- 
pounder Rich Ashford took a fourth. “We 
had an outstanding tournament over 
there,” Rick commented Wednesday, 
“ Even though we did not have anyone 
wrestle in the three top weights (1 4 3, 152 
and heavyweight).” 
Dixon took the team title with 7 7 
points. Marshall from Loves Park was 
second with 59 while Sterling Challand 
was third with 58 . Rock Falls was fourth 
with 51 , Savanna fifth (4 6), Franklin of 
Loves Park sixth (30) followed in order 
by Geneseo 26, Lyndon 9, Riverdale 6, 
FYeeport 4 , Stillman Valley 2, Galt and 
Hoffman from Loves Park 0. 
“ We had about 7 5 kids out at the start 
of the season,” Rick stated, “and we 


finished with a 13-1 record losing only to 
DeKalb Huntley despite having to forfeit 
the three weight classes. We beat all the 
teams we met in the Rock Falls tourna­ 
ment plus DeKalb and Oregon.” 
“ In several matches, we had our “B ” 
team go against another school’s “ A” 
squad if they were just in their first or se­ 
cond year of wrestling. We finished the 
year with 4 5 wrestlers,” he continued, “ a 
good portion of which were seventh 
graders.” 
“ We have nine in eighth grade, an 
exceptional bunch of fifth graders and a 
good bunch of sixth graders. We are the 
only school in the area that allows fifth 
graders to wrestle,” Rick said. “These 4 5 
kids had an opportunity to wrestle at 
some time or another during the season. 
If we would wrestle a school that was just 
starting, we would use our “ B ” and “C” 
squads to give them competition.” 
The eighth graders on the squad were 
Campos, who finished 12-1 , Moreno 12-2, 
Jeff Hummel 1 4 -1 , Bob Branscum 2-4 plus 
Kevin Carr at 60 in his first year of 
wrestling, Ray Nicholson at 8 0 who was 
on the “ B ” squad, Doug Pratt, who saw 
action both at “ A” and “ B ” at 97 , Keith 
Brandau, another first-year wrestler and 
Darry Turnow, “ B ” squad at 1 34 . 
Dean Nicholson 11-0, Ranken 10-2, Joe 
Hummel 1 3-1 , Jordan 1 0-2-1 , Apple, Mike 
Brandenburg 3-3 and Rich Ashford 10-4 
are seventh graders on the “ A” squad. 
Mekeel 5-1 -2 and Lehman 5-6-1 , are fifth 
graders. 
Lehman, Apple, Campos, Moreno and 
Ashford go to Lincoln school. Jordan 
attends Washington while Mekeel, Dean 


Nicholson, Ranken, Joe Hummel, Jeff 
Hummel, Brandenburg and Branscum 
go to Madison. 
“We tried to get as many kids out as 
we could,” Rick stated. “ We go around to 
the various grade schools and talk to the 
kids to promote our program. We begin 
practice the last week in October when 
basketball starts. Our first meet is after 
Thanksgiving. We lay off over the holi­ 
days and then finish up at the Rock Falls 
tournament.” 
“The more kids we get involved, the 
better it is because our schedule has 
grown. We are able to use more kids 
especially with our “ B ” and “C” teams 
which are able to compete against first 
and second-year teams. Last year was a 
rebuilding year and we were 7 -3.” 
“ We would like to pick up two other 
teams — Harvard and Erie — next 
year,” Ric added. “ At the present time, 
we wrestle anybody within driving dis­ 
tance. We don’t like to travel too far and 
if we have to go quite a distance, we try to 
schedule them on weekends.” 
“ We hope to have a tournament 
earlier in the season here next year and 
we would like to have 1 6 teams. It would 
be early in the year with no seeding 
established. It would be just drawing for 
spots amd that way, every boy will have 
a better chance to wrestle for a place.” 
Joe Hummel led the ’7 4 -’7 5 squad with 
seven pins while Dean Nicholson had five 
including a pair in the Rock Falls tourna­ 
ment. Jeff Hummel, who was seeded se­ 
cond at 1 1 8 , dropped down to 1 1 2 and took 
the championship despite not being 
seeded.

Via Condotti seems a pleas­ 
ant place to be, a traffic-free 
oasis in the million-car chaos of 
Rome Ttiere are no sciappatori 
— motorcycle hoodlums — to 
snatch purses, no "hey, meess" 
men to disturb the sauntering 
ladies 


In the shops, deep in their 
17th century frames, it's busi­ 
ness as usual. 
Yet Italy, like a beaten prize 
fighter, is on the 
canvass, 
bruised and bankrupt 
In the down-at-heel villages 
surrounding Rome, the poor 
struggle to make ends meet. In 
the swanky bars of residential 
suburbs, the young rich parade 
their status symbols. 
Inflation in the nation tops 25 
per cent annually. The foreign 
trade deficit increases by a bil­ 
lion dollars a month in a Gross 
National Product of $127.5 bil- 


lion. Unemployment and short- 
time work affect 8 per cent of 
the work force of nearly 20 mil­ 
lion. 
But while the bright names of 
Via Condotti are holding their 
own, Italy’s industrial giants 
are seeing their grip slip. 
Top jeweler Gianni Bulgari 
commented: “ Italians are bas­ 
ically slow to react to crisis. 
They go on spending to the bit­ 
ter end." 
A manufacturing nation with 
no raw materials of its o w t i, 
Italy took the recent spiral in 
oil prices harder than its E u ­ 
ropean neighbors. Oil supplies 
80 per cent of Italy’s energy 
needs, 66 per cent of France’s. 
In November, hard hit by 
widespread strikes for higher 
pay and pensions, industrial 
production plummeted 12.1 per 
cent from November 1973 — by 
government reckoning one of 
the worst slumps since the war. 
Rippling poverty and rising 
prices sent crime spiralling, to 
a 13 per cent over-all increase 
in 1974 Robbery with violence, 
once rare in Italy, jumped 55 
per cent. 


Despairing of effective police 
action — since 74 per cent of 
Italy’s criminals go unpunished 
— many shop owners have 
armed their staffs. Pistol sales
